■Japan  imports  American  wheat  September  and  October  considerably  "be- 


low volume  of  same  period  preceding  two  years  while  Australia  considerably 
above  and  Canada  about  usual.    Present  prices  favor  Australian  wheat  which 
competes  directly  with  American  much  more  than  does  Canadian.  Significant 
quantities  of  new  crop  Australian  contracted  for.    Estimated  that  Japanese 
requirements  of  American  wheat  this  season  are  below  last  season.     Flour  de- 
mand estimated  about  same  as  last  year.    Prices  compare  favorably  with  rice 
but  sub.ject  to  exchange  conditions.    Japanese  wheat  consumption  trend  mod- 
erately upward.    Estimated  that  pror^ble  reductions  in  flour  exports  to 
China  this  yenr  may  offset  increased  domestic  demand.    Early  in  season  Jap- 
anese mills  showed  about  5  per  cent  increase  in  outpit  but  recent  operations 
slackened  somewhat.

Japan  imports  American  cotton  August  1  -  December  21,  1931,  reached 
867,000  bales  of  500  pounds  against  445,000  bales  same  period  1930.  Imports 
Indian  cotton  September  1  -  December  21,  1931,  were  146,000  bales  against 
337,000  bales  same  period  last  year.    Local  importers  estimate  shipments 
afloat  from  United  States  to  Japan  exceed  400,000  bales.    Parity  in  favor 
American  cotton  has  continued  to  increase.    Weaver  demand  for  yarn  poor  dur- 
ing December  but  considerable  speculative  buying  in  evidence.    Yam  produc- 
tion November,  1931,  totaled  236,646  bales  against  206,000  bales  last  3^ear. 
Ifoverribcr  1931  figures  largest  since  V:  ■,  1930,  and  largely  result  of  delivery 
on  speculative  purchases.    Yarn  stocks  end  of  Fcvember  above  preceding  month. 
Exports  declined  but  still  exceed  last  year.    Piece  goods  exports  continue 
decline  begun  last  August.

BREAD  GRAINS 

Y/orld  wheat  and  rye  production  summary 

No  new  or  revised  wheat  production  estimates  having  been  received 
during. the  past  week,,  the  total  1931  production  in  41  countries  so  far 
reported  remains  at  3$ 542, 684,000  bushels.     The  same  countries  last  year 
were  credited  with  having  produced  3,635,025,000  bushels  or  about  95 
per  cent  of  the  estimated  world  total  wheat  crop.     Rye  production  in  24 
countries  stands  at  797,259,000  bushels  against  975,723,000  bushels  in 
1930.     See  wheat  and  rye  production  tables,  pages  33  and  35. 

Russian  grain  procurings 

Wheat  procurements  in  Ukraine  up  to  December  15  stood  at  69  per 
cent  of  the  yearly  plan  against  58  per  cent  a  week  earlier,  according 
to  Agricultural  Attache' L.  V.  Steere  at  Berlin.     Total  grain  procurings 
up  to  December  15,  in  per  cent  of  the  yearly  plan,  were  reported  as 
follows:    North  Caucasus,  84;  Ural  region,  79;  Western  Siberia,  95; 
Ukraine  77.    Ukraine  is  one  of  the  leading  wheat  producing  areas  in 
Russia . 

European  crop  conditions 

France  reported  colder  weather  in  most  sections  during  mid- 
December,  which  was  favorable  to  grain  crops.     In  spite  of  the  delay 
in  some  sections  of  Italy  and  the  dryness,  satisfactory  crop  conditions  ■ 
were  reported,  according  to  Mr.  Steere.     A  trade  source  states  that 
crops  in  Poland  are  of  average  condition,  though  there  were  some  com- 
plaints of  seeding  wuather  having  been  unfavorable. 

European  market  conditions 

Continental  wheat  markets  continued  inactive  up  to  December 
23,  partly  due  to  the  approaching  holidays,  Mr.  Steere  states.  Little 
business  was  reported  in  Holland  and  prices  were  weaker.  Belgium 
reports  prices  lower  with  business  fairly  active.     In  France ,  marketing 
was  sufficient  to  meet  the  inquiries  with  prices  unchanged.  Activity 
declined  in  Austria ;     rye  prices  were  higher  though  the  market  was  quiet. 
Flour  trade  in  Germany  was  quiet  and  business  continued  small.  The 
spot  price  of  domestic  wheat  at  Berlin  on  December  23  was  $1.38  compared 
with  $1.37  a  week  earlier.     The  price  of  rye  was  $1.15,  the  same  as  the 
previous  week.

and  averaged  73  cents. for  the  week  ended  December  24.    No.  2  Red  Winter 
at  St.  Louis  like'./iso  declined  1  cent  from  the  average  of  58  cents  for  the 
week  ended  December  18.     No.  2  Amber  Durum  at  Minneapolis  advanced  2  cents 
averaging  84  cents  for  the  week  ended  December  24.     Western  White  at 
Seattle  advanced  1  cent  during  the  week,  ended.

Larrer  Indian  rice  acreage;  reduced  Siamese  crop 

The  second  estimate  of  the  area  sown  to  rice  in  India  as  cabled 
on  December  24  by  the  Indian  Government  was  81,209,000  acres  compared 
with  78,747,000  acres,  the  revised  figure  for  last  year  at  this  time. 
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The  exportable  surplus  of  cleaned  rice  in  Burma  is  estimated  at  5,853,100,000 
pounds.     The  yield  of  rice  in  the  seven  inner  circles  of  Siara  for  the  cur- 
rent season  is  3,600,112,000  pounds  of  rough  rice  compared  with  5,801,628,000 
pounds  the  previous  year.    This  area  usually  produces  about  90  per  cent  of 
the  total  crop  of  Siam. 


COTTON 

European  cotton  markets  quiet 

Demand  for  raw  cotton  at  Liverpool  was  very  quiet  during  the  week 
ended  December  23,.  and  sales  were  restricted  somewhat.    The  market,  however, 
was  generally  dull  pending  the  passing;  of  the  holiday  period.    The  tone  of 
prices,  however,  was  generally  steady,  with  quotations  higher  than  in  recent 
weeks.    There  were  few  offers.    At  Manchester ,  spot  demand  was  poor,  with 
interest  largely  centered  on  low  grades  of  any  growth.     Spinners  generally 
were  cautious  in  their  market  operations.    Yarn  and  cloth  sales  were  unim- 
portant.   Cloth  "buying  by  India  was  confined  to  small  lots,  hut  there  was 
a  fair  turnover  in  white  shirtings  for  China.    There  were  no  new  developments 
in  the  hours  and  wages  dispute.    The  Bremen  market  was  very  quiet  owing  to 
the  holidays.    At  Havre  an  unexpected  improvement  in  demand  at  mills  caused 
considerable  price  fixing.    Those  activities,  however,  had  no  effect  on  the 
demand  for  actual  cotton  owing  to  the  large  stocks  now  held.    See  price 
table,  page  37. 


TOBACCO 

Japan  uses  more  American  tobacco 

Japan  consumed  15,667  million  cigarettes  made  from  American  yellow 
leaf  in  the  year  ended  Karcr.  31,  1931  against  13,935  million  in  the  preced- 
ing 12  months,  according  to  cabled  advices  from  Agricultural  Commissioner 
0.  L.  Dawson  at  Shanghai,  quoting  a  recent  report  of  the  Japan  Tobacco 
Monopoly.     In  1930-31  the  consumption  of  cigarettes  made  from  Japanese  leaf 
was  only  15,510  million  against  18,827  million  in  1929-30.  Imported 
cigarettes  represent  a  very  small  portion  of  the  total  number  consumed 
owing  to  the  high  import  duty.     The  a^ove  figures  indicate  a  slight  decline 
in  total  cigarette  consumption  in  1930-31,  but  an  increase  in  the  proportion 
made  from  American  leaf.

FRUIT ,  VEGETABLES  AND  NUTS 

European  apple  market  conditions 

Little  trading  was  done  on  the  Liverpool  and  London  apple  markets 
Wednesday,  December  23,  according  to  a.  cable  from  Fred  A.  Mot z ,  Fruit  Spec- 
ialist in  Europe  for  the  Foreign  Service  of  the  .Department  of : Agriculture , 
This  is  .accounted  for  by  the  proximity  of  the  holidays.  .  No  barrels  were' ;  " 
offered  at  the  Liverpool  auction.     Supplies  available  for  auction  Were 
light  but  stocks  in  the  hands  of  .jobbers  and  retailers  were  heavy.    Boxed  " 
apples  made' slightly -  lower  prices  at  Liverpool  than  a  week  earlier .  Boxed 
supplies  were  moderate.     A  large  percentage  was  withdrawn  for  sale  at  next 
week's  auction.    Demand  was  moderate.     The  condition  of  the  boxed  stock  was., 
good. 

Both  •barreled  and  boxed  apples  met  with  a  moderate  inquiry  at  London 
with  prices  ruling  about  the  same  as  for  the  preceding  week.     Supplies  of 
both  were  moderate,    Barreled  apples  were  in  only  fair  condition.     The  con- 
dition of  boxed  stock  was  good. 
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Supplies  of  apples  afloat  for  the  United  Kingdom  are  light.  The 
large  percentage  of  the  "barreled  stock  which  is  landing  in  poor  condition 
is  helping  to  depress  prices.    Only  the  "best  grades  of  sound  fruit  are 
desired  "by  the  trade.    The  arrival  of  unsound  fruit  results  not  only  in 
low  prices  for  the  lots  in  question  but  has  a  depressing  effect  on  the 
other  stock  th~t  is  being  offered.    Large  quantities  of  Spanish  and  Ja:rfa 
oranges  are  now  arriving  in  the  United  Kingdom.    The  low  prices  at  which 
the  fruit  is  selling  is  having  a  depressing  effect  on  apple  prices. 

The  Havre ,  France,  auction  opened  last  wee*;  but  results  were  not 
successful.    Better  apple  prospects,  however,  are  anticipated  by  the 
French  apple  dealers  for  next  ir~  ith,  providing  supplies  are  moderate  and 
quality  and  condition  good.    The  French  Fruit  S'mdicate  advises  increased 
aople  duties  are  unlikely  to  he  imposed  at  present  but  only  limited  im- 
ports are  possible.    Traders  In  Germany,  Holland  and  Belgium  are  very 
pessimistic  over  prospects  for  improvement  in  demand  for  American  apples 
during  the  present  season  in  those  markets. 

British  prune  markets  firm 

The  London  prune  market  continues  to  display  the  firmness  of  recent 
weeks,  according  to  ft  cable  of  December  29  from  Fruit  Specialist  F.  A. 
Motz.    Quotations  were  firm,  with  stocks  light.    At  Liverpool  all  sizes 
are  in  demand  at  firm-  rates.    Forward  quotations  are  higher. 


LIVESTOCK,  IXAT  AND  WOOL 

German  hog  breeding;  operations  reduced 

A  15  per  cent  reduction  in  the  number  of  sows  in  farrow  in  Germany 
on  December  1,  1931  is  shown  by  the  preliminary  hog  census  returns  in  that 
country.     This  indicates  a  considerable  rochxet  ion  in  breeding  operations  and 
smaller  market  supplies  late  next  ve.^r,  according  to  a  cable  to  the  Foreign 
Service  of  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics  from.  Agricultural  Attache- 
Steere.    While  the  total  number  of  hogs,  estimated  at  23,800,000  was  slightly 
larger  than  on  December  1,  1930,  the  number  of  sows  in  farrow  was  only 
1,110,000  compared  with  1,307,000  at  the  same  time  last  year.    The  number  of 
sows  in  farrow  under  one  year  w,-.s  32  per  cent  smaller  than  at  the  same  time 
last  year  while  the  numbers  of  t.iose  over  one  year  were  8  per  cent  smaller. 
Total    brood  sows  nu-.bered  1,940,000  cornered  with  2,169,000  on  December  1, 
1930.

The. number  of  pigs  under  eight  weeks  of  age,  amounting  to  5,100,000 
head,  was  .6  per  cent  smaller  than  on  December  1  last  year,  whereas  the 
number  of  pigs  eight  weeks  to  six  months  of  age  wa.s  4  per  cent  larger  than 
a  year  ago  and  totalled  10,430,000.     In  September  1931,  hog  numbers  in 
Germany  were  over  25,000,000  head,  the  largest  number  ever  recorded  in  that 
country. 

Cuba  extends  period  of  free  hog  imports 

Cuba  has  extended  to  November  1955  the  regulations  permitting  the 
free  entry  of  hogs  for  breeding  purposes,  according  to  Vice  Consul  R.  F. 
Washington  at  Havana.    The  breeds  involved  are  Berkshire,  Poland  China 
Duroc  Jersey,  Hampshire,  Yorkshire,  Tamworth,  Chester  White  and  Large  Black. 
The  decree  covering  such  imports  was  an  extention  of  the  decree  of  October 
26,  1927,  which  established  a  period  of  free  entry  up  to  November  1931. 


DAIRY  PRODUCTS 


Foreign  butter  markets  slightly  firmer 

A  steady  tone  prevailed  in  the  leading  European  butter  markets  on 
December  24.    Values  generally  were  somewhat  higher  than  a  week  earlier, 
with  stronger  sterling  exchange  an  important  factor  in  the  situation.  The 
Copenhagen  official  quotation  was  up  fractionally  at  18.99  cents  per  pound 
as  was  the  spot  price  of  Danish  in  London  at  20.89.    Dollar  quotations  on 
butter  in  London  from  all  of  the  usual  European  and  Southern  Hemisphere 
sources  were  above  those  of  a  week  earlier.     The  New  York  quotation  on  92 
score  also  advanced  a  half  cent  to  31.00.    That  figure  is  an  advance  of  2 
cents  over  last  year's  level  at  the  same  time.     In  Europe,  however,  all 
butter  prices  remain  well  under  those  of  December  1930.     See  price  table,

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THE  uORLD  SITUATION  IN  FEED  GHAINS 

Outstanding  points  in  the  current  world  feed  grain  situation  are: 
(1)  world  cr ops  for  1931  slightly  larger  than  last  year,  especially  in 
Europe:  (S.)  stocks  in  North  America  and  Europe  considerably  larger  than 
last  year;  (3)  a  heavier  movement  from  producing  to  consuming  countries, 
notably  in  corn,  and  (4),  unusually  low  prices  which  have  shown  a  tendency 
to  strengthen  in  recent  weeks. 

All  of  the  gain  over  last  year  in  the  world  rutput  of  feed  grains 

appears  in  corn.    Sharply  reduced  world  barley  and  oats  crops  resulted 

in  the  total  output  being  unusually  small.     The  Increase  in  corn  so  far 

reported  is  largely  the  result  of  a  larger  "orn  crop  in  the  United  States. 

In  Europe  also  increased  corn  crops  are  reported  and  sustained  large 

shipments  from  Argentina  indicate  liberal  supplies  in  that  area.  The 
world 

1931/feed  grain  ^rop  was  produced  on  a  record  acreage,  all  cf  the  increase 
teing  in  the  acreage  under  corn.  The  European  potato  crop  was  above  aver- 
age tut  below  that  of  193C. 

The  increase  in  feed  grain  stacks  is  illustrated  by  the  unusually 
heavy  November  1  stocks  of  .corn  in  the  United  States.    Barley  and  cats 
stocks  cf  that  date  also  were  larger  than  last  year.     In  Canada  als^  barley 
and  oats  stocks  have  been  in  excess  of  1930  figures,  although  considerably 
reduced  by  shipments  in  recent  months.     In  Europe,  reported  stocks  are 
generally  larger  than  last  year,  with  the  possible  exception  of  food 
potatoes.     Despite  the  heavy  European  stocks,  however,  importing  countries 
have  drawn  heavily  on  overseas  supplies.     Pricos  declined  during  rape t  of 
1931,  with  a  stronger  tone  developing  during  the  past  T  months. 
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THE  WORLD  SITUATION  IN  FEED  GRAINS ,  CONT'D 

Production  and  acreage 

The  total  feed  grain  crop  for  all  countries  so  far  reported  in  1931, 
most  oc  which  are  in  the  Northern  Hemisphere,  amounts  fo  172.6  million 
short  tons.'    This  is  an  increase  of  4.2  per  cent  over  the  small  feed  grain 
harvest  of  last  year,  but  is,  with  that  exception,  the  lowest  production 
since  '1984,  owing  to  decreases'  in  the  barley  and  oats  crops  of  the  world. 
In  the  United  States  end  Canada  combined,  the  output  of  these  grains  was 
101.6  million  short  tons,  which  with  the  exception  of  the  96.0  million 
raised  in  1930,  was  the  smallest  production  in  recent  years. 

In  the  European  countries  so  far  reported,  however,  the  combined 
production  of  these  grains  was  one  of  the  largest  in  recent  years,  the 
record  crop  of  1929  being  the  only  notable  exception.     The  European  potato 
production  was  also  well  above  average  although  a  little  below  that  of  tho 
past  two  years.     See  summary  production  t!:ble,  page  16,  and  table  showing 
potato  production  in  bushels,  page  32. 

The  1931  ^orn  crop  in  the  countries  now  reported,  which  last  year 
raised  nearly  73  per  cent  of  the  world  total  exclusive  of  the  U.S.S.R. , 
shows  an  increase  of  about  21  per  cent  over  the  short  crop  of  last  year, 
and  is  a  little  above  tho  1928  and  1929  harvests.     The  United  States  crop 
is  21  per  cent  larger  than  that  of  last  year,  while  the  European  countries 
reported  show  an  increase  of  nearly  16  per  cent.     In  the  North  African 
countries  there  is  a  slight  decrease  which. is  just  about  offset  by  an 
increase  in  the  Asiatic  countries.     See  corn  production  table,  pages  22 
and  23. 

The  1931  barley  production  for  the  countries  reported  turned  out 
to  be  16  per  cent  below  that  of  1930,  and  the  smallest  crop  since  1926. 
The  countries  reported  account  for  practically  83  per  cent  of  the  estimated 
world  total,  exclusive  of  the  U.S.S.R.  and  China.     The  crop  in  the  North 
American  countries  was  especially  small,  being  more,  than  39  per  cent  below 
the  large  harvest  of  1930,  while  the  European  crop  was  nearly  9  per  cent 
smaller.     There  was  some  increase  in. the  North  African-  countries,  but  a 
slight  decrease  in  Asia.     See  barley  production  table,  pages  26  and  27. 

The  oats    crop  this  year  has  turned  out  comparatively  smaller,  even, 
than  the  barley  crop.     The  1931  production  in  the  countries  reported,  whi^h 
last  year  raised  more  than  91  per  cent  of  the  world  total  exclusive  of  the 
U.S.S.R.  and  China,   is  about  7  per  cent  below  that  of  1930  and  the  smallest 
in  recent  years.     This  decrease  is  due  principally  to  short  crovs  in  the 
United' States  and  Canada,  as  the  European  crop  was  slightly  alwe  that  cf 
last  year.     See  oats  production  table,  pages  29  aird  30. 
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TIE  WQRLD  SITUATION  IN  F3ZD  GRAINS,  CONT'D 

Large  areas  were  planted  to  feed  grains  in  the  winter  and  spring  of 
1931,  the  total  acreage  of  the  three  grains  for  the  world  as  a  whole  and 
for  the  Southern  Hemisphere  being  the  largest  on  record.     This  was  due  to 
the  increase  in  the  estimated  world  total  corn  acreage  which  amounted  to 
%6.2  million  acres.     The  barley  acreage,  however,  declined  from  that  of  the 
two  preceding  years,  and  the  oats  acreage  was  the  smallest  for  some  years. 
In  the  United  States  and  Canada  as  a  whole,  there  was  a  considerable  in- 
crease in  corn  acreage,  a  slight  decrease  in  oats,  and  a  larger  decrease  in 
barley.     In  Europe,  on  the  other  hand,  there  wero  slight  increases  in  corn 
and  barley  acreage "and  n  small  decrease  in  that  of  oats.     In  Argentina 
there  is  not  much  change  in  the  1951-32  area  sown  to  barley  ani  cats.  While 
no  definite  figures  are  yet  available  for  the  corn  sowings  there,  it  is 
reported  that  there  will. be  a  very  l^rgo  acreage.    For  table  showing  feed 
grain  acreage,  see  pages  15  and  16. 

Stocks 

The  larger  Northern  Hemisphere  feed  grain  stocks  indicated  by  the 
production  statistics  are  borne  out  by  the  United  States  figures.     In  this 
country  the  farm  stocks  and  visible  supply  of  corn  on  November  1  made  a 
total  carryover  figure  of  100,054,000  bushels,  the  largest  since  1926  and 
1927,  compared  with  only  76,728,000  bushels  on  November  1  last  year.  The 
United- States  carryover  of  barley  on  August  1  was  18,200,000  bushels,  an 
increase  of  nearly  2,000,000  bushels  over  that  of  a  year  earlier,  and  the 
smallest  carryover  in  recent  years  with  the  exception  of  that  of  1929.  The 
oats  carryover  a.s  of  August  1  was  83,914,000  bushels,  an  increase  of  more 
than  8,500,000  bushels  over  that  of  a  year  earlier.    See  table,  page  21. 

In  Canada,  stocks  of  barley  at  the  end  of  July  were  29,440,000 
bushels,  nearly  7,000,000  bushels  more  than  on  July  31,  1930,  while  oats 
stocks,  amounting  to  63,370,000  bushels,  were  nearly  three  times  as  large. 
See  table,  page  21.    By  December  11,  however,  Canadian  barley  and  oats 
stocks  hr d  both  boen  much  reduced. 

In  Germany  total  stocks  of  spring  barley  rnd  oats,  respectively, 
on  November  15,  .-mounted  to  76,177,000  bushels  and  335,439,000  bushols 
compared  with  only  37,037,000  bushels  and  86,712,000  bushels  on  that  date 
last  year.     German  potato  stocks,  howovor,  were  smaller  than  last  year, 
amounting  to  1,034,806,000  bushels  compared  with  1,123,931,000  bushels 
on  November  15,  1950.     It  is  estimated  th' t  exports  of  corn  from  the  Danube 
Basin  this  year  will  be  approximately  only  100,000,000  bushels,  although 
the  quantity  available  for  export  is  much  mere  thrn  this.    The  exportable 
surplus  of  corn  in  Rumania  on  November  1  was  officially  estimated  at 
118,104,000  bushels,  and  in  Yugoslavia  it  was  placed  at  17,716,000  bushels. 
In  Argentinr ,  after  the . very  heavy  shipments  of  the  past  season,  the  ex- 
portable surplus  of  corn  was  estimated  on  November  26  at  71,000,000  bushels, 
while  oats  stocks  wore  placed  at  2,660,000  bushel?. 
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HIS  WORLD  SITUATION  IN  FEED  GRAINS,  CONT'D 
prices 

United  States  corn  prices  declined  steadily  during  the  past  season, 
although  the  November  average  was  higher  than  :thiH  of  October.  Recent 
prices  were  not  much  more  than  half  as  high  'as  those  of  1930,  which  were 
the  lowest  up  to  that  time  since  1926.    Argentine  prices  during  the  season 
have  also  boon  very  Tow,  while .  exports  from  that  country  have  been  record- 
breaking..     In .November,  however,  the- same  as  in  the  United  States,  Argen- 
tine prices  increased  a  little. over  the  previous  lows.     Sec  tables  showing 
prices,  pages  18  and  19.  .  • 

United.  States  barley  prices  have  also  been  running  the  lowest  for 
several  years,  although  during  November  the  average  was  higher  than  for 
the  corresponding  month  last  year.     Canadian  and  German  prices  were  also, 
for  the  most  part,  the  lowest  for  several  years,  although  there  has  recently 
been  a  considerable  increase  in  Canadian  prices,  as  illustrated  by  the 
advance  in  the  price  of  barley  No.  3';  0.'.,'.  ,  at  Winnipeg  during  November. 

Oats  prices  in  the  United  States  have  also  been  extremely  low  during 
recent  months,  being  much  lower  than  during  the  corresponding  months  of 
1930  and  scarcely  half  as  high  as.  in  1929.     In  Canada,  the  same  condition 
prevailed,  although  by  November  the  prices  of  oats  had  risen  slightly  above 
those  of  November,  1930.  . 

United  States  feed  grain  prices  for  the  whole  crop  year  1930-31 
were  considerably  below  those  of  1929-30.     The  average  price  of  No.  '3  yellow 
corn  at  Chicago  during,  the  year  ended  October  31,  1931  was  only  62  cents 
per.  bushel  compared  with  83  cents  for  the  previous  year.     The  average  farm 
price  for  the  season  just  closed  was  about  56  cents  comprred  with  80  cents 
the  year  before.     Special  No.  2  barley  at  Minneapolis  averaged  47  cents  per 
bushel  for  the  year  ended  July  31,  1931  against  59  cents  for  the  preceding 
year,  while  No.  3  White  oats  at  Chicago  averaged  only  35  cents-  compared 
with  44  cents  for  the  two  preceding  weeks.     See  tables,  page  19.     In  Canada 
the  average  annual  price  of  barley  was  24.  cents  compared  with  20  cents  in 
1930  and  59  cents  in  1929;  the  oats  price  was  25  cents  compared  with  24  cents 
in  1930  and  59  cents  in  1929;  and  the'  corn  price  was  41  cents  compared  with 
87  cents  in  1930. rnd. 106  cents  in  1929.  • 

International  trade 

The  combined  exports  of  corn  from  the  United  States*  the  Danubian 
countries,  Argentina  and .  the . Union  of  South  Africa  since  November  1  have 
totaled  69, 304, 000. bushels,  an  increase  of  nearly  74  pur  cent  over  the 
shipments  from  those  countries  during  the  corresponding  period  of  1950. 
This  large  increase  is  due,  however,  to  'the  Very  heavy  shipments  which 
have  been  made  and  are  still  continuing  to  be  made  from  Argentina.     Total  ^| 
.barley  shipments  from  the  United  States,  Canada,  Argentina'  and  the  Danubian 
countries  since  July  1  have  decreased  sharply  below  last  year.     Oats  exports  I 
from  the  same  countries,  however,  have  advanced,  especially  from  Canada.  See 
tables,  pages  20,   24,   25,  28  and  31.
